mosquitoes never crawl; they ju-t light 
and go to business on the spot.

The squash was 
lying placidly on the step just where he 
placed it—and the next minute it 
wasn't. He gave it a vigorous kiok 
and frightfully "squashed" it all to 
pieces, and as he was) going into the 
house, trod on a fragment of the fraud, 
which impelled his legs to shoot oat 
horizontally and himself to sit down on 
the step with a force almost sufficient 
to move the step about two inches more 
than tho Massachusetts Professor said 
the squash would do it. 
So the exper- 


iment was not altogether a failure, after 
all.

squash—one that wasn't enjoying good 
health.—Norriitown Herald.
